eat principles of aerodynamics. One type actually had the shape of a disc, 
vith an interior cabin, and vas built at the Kite ^unidentified; translitera- 
tion from the Greek/ factories, vMch bad also built the V2 rockets. This 
model vas 1*2 meters in diameter. The other model had the shape of a ring, vith 
raised sides and a spherically sha ped pilot * s cabin placed on the outside, in 
the center of the ring.

The Meteorological Senrice of French Equatorial Africa has authorized this 
newspaper to publish today the following account about four "flying saucers" 
seen on 22 November 195^ over Bocaranga, Ubangi-Shari, 

At approximately 2200 hours. Father Carlos Marla, (a Capuchin missionary), 
Lasimone, bis companion , and four other persons were driving on the road to 
Bocaranga, when they suddenly noticed a large disc traveling overhead in the 
same direction as they, Lasimone extinguished the car’s lights, but the disc 
disappeared in the distance.

The Meteorological Service of French Equatorial Africa has authorized this 
newspaper to publish today the following account about four "flying saucers" 
seen on 22 November 1952 over Bocaranga, Uban gi-Shari. 

At approximately 2200 hours. Father Carlos Marta, (a Capuchin missionary)/ 
Lasimone, his companion^ and four other persons were driving on the road to 
Bocaranga, when they suddenly noticed a larg e disc t raveli ng overhead in the 
same direction as they. Lasimone extinguished the car's lights, but the disc 
disappeared in the distance. A short while later, in the 68me 6potpthey saw 
four discs motionless in the air. Father Mariais^iescription follows! 

"We could see them clearl y. .Two were above and two be low, but all four 
bad no point of contact. At that moment, tbey/Mad a silvery color like that 

of the moon. I would say that their diameter vas somewhere between 30 mod 
40 centimeters. 
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"They moved several times, but each time It seemed that only the tvo lover 
ones vere rotating. Just before they /all four7 began to move, they lit up 
brightly, like suns. Then it looked as though they arranged themselves to move 
in circular fashion so as to return to their starting point. On stopping, 
they lost their brilliant color and regained the silvery one. During their ro- 
tation, they seemed slightly oval . I cannot say vbether It vas due to a nev 
shape they assumed vhile in flight^F to^the oblique position they had assumed 
vbile moving. Each time they turned, they had that shape and that profusion of 
light. We observed them foi^about 20 minutes. After their final turn, they 
remained motionless in their initial position for several moments. Then they 
disappeared, headed in the direction from vhich ve had come. What IsavTvas 
no aerolite, shooting star, or anything of the kind. It could only have been 
a ma n-made machine." ' " .... .
